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JANUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.96 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.96  for  January  i960  deliveries 
of  Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte-Elkhart,  Indiana,  milk 
order.  The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  differential  of  7  cents  for 
each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard. 
This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a  3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service 
deduction,  together  with  the  authorized  hauling  charge, 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Production  has  increased  on  a  daily  basis  over  December  1959  by  3*28%  and  is 
9*20%  over  January  1959.  Daily  herd  production  has  increased  from  592#  to 
611#  over  December  and  is  89#  per  day  more  than  a  year  ago.  This  represents 
an  increase  of  17  percent  over  last  year  and  is  doubtless  due  to  the  increase 
in  bulk  tank  shippers,  or  rather  the  conversion  to  bulk  tank  throughout  the 
market, 

CLASS  I  SALES 


Sales  of  Class  I  products  are  slightly  less  than  a  year  ago.  There  has  been 
some  shifting  of  Class  I  sales  in  the  past  two  months  from  one  Federal  market 
to  another,  which  could  account  for  the  slight  decrease  in  sales.  For  indi¬ 
vidual  Class  I  products,  milk  and  sour  cream  show  a  slight  increase  over  a 
year  ago,  while  such  products  as  fortified  skim  milk,  cereal  cream,  and 
whipping  cream  show  a  decrease  from  a  year  ago. 

BULK  TANK  STATISTICS 


Statistics  as  of  December  31,  1 959,  show  that  68.35  percent  of  the  producers  on 
the  market  are  bulk  tank  producers,  and  they  are  supplying  78.U2  percent  of  the 
total  producer  receipts.  The  daily  average  of  bulk  tank  shippers  in  December 
was  679#  and  that  of  can  shippers  UOh#.  During  the  year  1959,  there  was  an  in¬ 
crease  of  198  bulk  tank  shippers  on  the  market,  and  a  decrease  of  305  can 
shippers. 

CLASS  I  PRICE 


The  Class  I  price  for  the  February  i960  delivery  period  will  be  $U.17  per  hundred¬ 
weight  for  3.5  percent  milk.  This  price  was  computed  by  adding  $1.10  per  hundred¬ 
weight  to  the  average  price  of  the  12  condenseries  in  January  ($3.13)  and  sub¬ 
tracting  the  supply-demand  adjustment  of  6  cents.  The  supply-demand  adjustment 
for  the  March  i960  delivery  period  will  be  a  minus  6  cents.
